HEADMASTER 


In  1991,  selected  ships  in  the  British  navy 
went  to  sea  with  women  crew  aboard  for  the 
first  time  and  when  the  Dartmouth  training 
squadron  docked  at  H.M.S.  Malabar  last 
February,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  speaking  to  the 
Captain  of  Her  Majesty's  Ship,  Sirius,  one  of  the 
frigates  with  a  mixed  crew.  When  I  asked  him 
how  he  found  'co-education'  in  such  a  traditional 
service  he  replied  that  it  had  immeasurably 
enhanced  the  environment  on  board  ship  and  was 
'utterly  natural'.  So  it  has  been  with  Saltus. 

Co-education  has  been  discussed  as  a 
possibility  at  Saltus  for  many  years  now,  and 
indeed  the  Trustee  minutes  of  over  twenty  years 
ago  quote  the  late  Sir  John  Cox  as  commenting 
on  its  desirability.  Since  then,  many  traditional 
boys'  schools  have  made  the  move  and  rightly  so: 
life  must  be  lived  by  going  forward,  no  matter 
how  nostalgic  we  may  all  reel  from  time  to  time 
for  things  past.  Since  our  decision  was 
announced,  we  have  had  a  gratifying  increase  in 
applications  from  prospective  students  of  both 
sexes  and  indeed  now  have  our  first  applications 
for  the  year  2000.  I  congratulate  all  the  young 
men  and  women,  boys  and  girls  currently  in  our 
school,  for  the  admirable  way  in  which  they  have 
integrated  into  the  new  environment. 


Our  upgrading  of  the  physical  plant  continues 
unabated.  The  new  building  at  Cavendish  opened  on  schedule  for  the  start  of  last  academic  year 
with  improvements  to  the  older  buildings  to  follow.  On  the  main  campus,  the  major  work 
necessary  to  turn  'Woodlands'  into  a  'Music,  Art  and  Craft  Design  Technology  Centre'  for  use  by 
Junior  and  Senior  Departments  alike  is  progressing  well.  The  decision  has  also  been  taken  to  open 
a  third  steam  throughout  the  Junior  Department  next  September,  thus  fulfilling  our  aim  at  that 
level  of  reducing  student  numbers  in  individual  classes.  In  addition,  two  new  science  labs  will  be 
added  at  the  Senior  level,  bringing  our  total  of  laboratories  to  five  plus  a  science  lecture  theatre. 
This  will  enable  us  to  start  a  new  G.C.S.E.  course  in  September,  Physics  Technology,  which 
involves  the  practical  application  of  Physics. 

If  our  contractors  remain  on  schedule,  the  start  of  next  academic  year  should  see  the  completion 
of  all  the  major  work  necessary  to  stremline  the  school  for  the  benefit  of  present  and  future 
students  alike.  This  is  therefore  an  opportune  moment  to  thank  parents,  staff  and  students  for  their 
tolerance  and  understanding  during  this  period  of  major  change  in  the  history  of  the  school.

On  July  2nd  the  Saltus  Brass  Ensemble  took  off  from  Bermuda  for  their  first 
visit  to  the  U.K.  For  many  it  was  their  first  journey  east  of  Bermuda  and  following 
a  50  mile  coach  drive  from  Gatwick  Airport  everyone  was  pleased  to  experience  the 
lush  Kentish  countryside  and  discover  the  beautiful  medieval  city  of  Canterbury.

The  musical  highlight  of  our  visit  was  a  performance  in  Westminster  Abbey.  We 
played  music  written  for  great  royal  and  state  occasions  in  the  Abbey  such  as  a 
Queen's  funeral  in  the  seventeenth  century  and  a  royal  wedding  from  our  time.  At 
the  end  of  our  performance  we  were  given  our  own  special  guided  tour  of  the 
Abbey  seeing  tombs  of  the  Kings  and  Queens  and  even  of  some  composers  whose 
music  we  had  just  played.  A  very  enjoyable  boat  trip  on  the  nearby  Thames 
enabled  us  to  take  in  most  of  the  famous  London  sights  entertainingly  described 
by  a  real  Cockney.

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On  a  sunny  day  in  early  March,  21 
the  unsuspecting  streets  of  Hamilton,  led  by  their  redoubtable  geography 
teacher  Mrs.  Wrigley.  The  aim  of  this  exercise  (as  well  as  finding  their 
way  back  to  school)  was  to  investigate  the  location  of  certain  types  of 
shops  in  the  city  centre  and  to  test  the  hypothesis  that  there  is  a  link 
srbetween  the  type  of  shop  and  the  number  of  pedestrians.  Using  the 
1:2500  Ordnance  Survey  map  of  Hamilton  and  their  recently  acquired 
mapping  skills,  the  students  produced  detailed  land  use  maps  of  each 
street.

POST-GRADUATE  YEAR  1991-92

The  47  students  enrolled  in  the  Post-Graduate  Class  of 
'92  have  maintained  the  impressive  standards  set  by 
previous  groups  in  terms  of  both  college  admissions  and 
the  contribution  made  to  the  school  and  local 
communities. 

Those  students  seeking  admission  to  colleges  and 
universities  have  continued  to  receive  favourable 
responses,  many  from  institutions  of  their  first  choice. 
This  is  particularly  pleasing  at  a  time  when,  despite  the 
fact  that  college  costs  are  still  rising,  despite  the 
demographic  dip  in  the  number  of  traditional  college- 
aged  students,  despite  the  recession  with  many  families 
out  of  work,  the  colleges  which  are  perceived  as  the  most 
prestigious  are  as  competitive  as  ever.  In  some  cases, 
they  are  even  more  competitive  because  their  number  of 
applicants  has  increased.  Counsellors  at  public  and 
private  schools  throughout  the  United  States  are  saying 
that  there  is  now  less  predictability  about  who  will  get 
into  any  given  school  and  that  there  is  very  little  logic  in 
the  pattern  of  acceptances  and  rejections.  Given  this  state 
of  affairs,  therefore,  it  is  indeed  gratifying  to  report  that 
Post-Graduate  students  have  gained  acceptance  at 
prestigious  schools  in  the  United  States,  Canada  and  the 
nited  Kingdom  -  Georgetown  University,  Tufts,  Franklin  and  Marshall,  Queens,  Western,  Dalhousie,  McGill,  the 
niversity  of  Manchester,  the  London  of  School  of  Economics,  the  University  of  Southampton,  and  the  University  of 
sex  are  just  some  of  those  which  have  made  offers  to  our  graduates.  We  are  clearly  not  immune  from  those  trends 
hich  affect  the  applications  of  students  in  other  countries,  yet  it  is  satisfying  to  see  that  the  calibre  of  our  students 
mtinues  to  receive  due  recognition. 

Post-Graduate  students  have  also  remained  significant  contributors  to  the  corporate  life  of  the  school  and  have 
volved  themselves  enthusiastically  in  numerous  community  activities.  Whilst  space  will  not  permit  a  detailed  list  of 
Jtainments,  mention  should  be  made  of  the  more  significant.  We  were  well  represented  at  the  annual  Teen  Conference 
here  Jens  Birkenheim  and  Daniel  Morgan  were  recognized  for  their  accomplishments  in  academics  and  sports 
spectively,  while  Rachel  Van  de  Weg  has  been  selected  to  spend  the  coming  year  as  a  Rotary  Exchange  student  in 
donesia.  Gold  awards  were  attained  in  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh  scheme  by  Andre  Raine  and  Rannie  York,  with  the 
esentation  being  made  by  Prince  Edward  during  his  visit  to  Bermuda.  On  the  sportsfield  -  despite  being  dominated 
t  the  staff  yet  again  in  the  annual  soccer  match  -  Post-Graduate  students  gave  a  very  good  account  of  themselves.  In 
ct,  talking  with  Mr.  Beard,  he  estimates  that  the  involvement  of  this  year's  class  was  probably  more  wide-ranging  and 
gnificant  than  that  of  any  former  year.
